Postal carriers’ strike mandate 


expires Aug. 25

The Canadian Union of Postal Workers 
(CUPW) strike mandate expires Aug. 
25 casting a shadow over negotiations 
with Canada Post Corporation for a 
new mail carriers contract. 

“Canada Post is trying to wait us out,” 
said union president Mike Palecek on 
Aug. 16. 

The union would have to hold a new 
strike vote to get another 60-day strike 
mandate to maintain the balance of 
power in negotiations, but the cost and 
logistics of such a vote are prohibitive, 
said Palecek. 

Unless the union has a strike man¬ 


date, management has the upper hand 
to take actions that the union can’t 
respond to, he said. 

Talks since .July 2 - the period in 
which CUPW could stage a legal strike 
and Canada Post Corporation could 
legally lock out the workers - have not 
made much progress, spokespersons 
for both sides said. 

The latest spate surrounding the 
negotiations involves conflicting public 
comparisons of the pay for rural and 
suburban mail carriers (RSMCs). There 
are separate CUPW bargaining units for 
urban carriers, and for rural ;uul sub¬ 
urban carriers. 

Canada Post spokesman Jon 
Hamilton said Aug. 13 that some rural 


carriers make more than urban carriers. 

The rural and suburban carriers have 
good benefits and pensions, Hamilton 
added in an interview. 

Negotiating proposals by Canada 
Post management would improve that 
picture, he said. 

Not so, said the union in a statement. 

RSMCs make on average 28 per cent 
less than urban carriers, do not get paid 
for all the hours they work and have no 
guanuiteed hours - and all three factors 
mean smaller pensions, the union said. 

Pay equity is a key issue for the union 
in a new contract with the corporation. 

In this dispute the federal govern¬ 
ment has said it supports a negotiated 
settlement and has not imposed binding 


arbitration to settle the labour dispute. 

The CUPW local 218 that represents 
the two Didsbury rural-suburban carri¬ 
ers did not return calls last week. 

The Didsbu ry Review has a con¬ 
tingency plan for delivery of papers 
in the event of a postal disruption. 
Distribution in town would not be 
affected because the Review's carriers 
deliver the papers. 

For readers in rural areas outside 
the town who receive their paper 
through Canada Post, the Review will 
be increasing the number of copies 
available store and institutional locals 
where the paj>er is normally distrib¬ 
uted, where out-of-town readers can 
pick up their copies.

Five tricks to make homework time less painful 


The start of a new school year also means the return 
of homework. Here are five tncks to keep this daily 
chore from becoming a source of conflict between 
kids and parents 

1. Establish a routine. Homework should be 
done at a set time to avoid negotiations and 
instill self-discipline in kids. The ideal time is 
as soon as they get home from school, after a 
snack. 

2. Start with the most difficult tasks. It's better 
to start with what kids like the least or the 
subject they find most difficult; after a day at 
school, kids are already tired of concentrating 
and will be less and less attentive as the minutes 
go by.

If the kids have a hard 
time sitting still, get them to spell words while 
throwing a ball in the air or going up and 
down stairs. Or promise to play with them for 
15 minutes as soon as they've finished their 
homework. It’s up to you to find the best way to 
motivate them no one knows your kids better 
than you.

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Pets can be at 
risk from raptors

Residents who have reported seeing a pair of 
golden eagles near Didsbury have likely spotted a p;iir 
of immature bald eagles according to Alberta wildlife 
officers. 

However concerns for the safety of pets is well 
placed because hawks, eagles mid other birds of prey 
can attack any small animal and kill it for food. 

A fish and game expert said that there is a family 
of bald eagles in the Didsbury vicinity and the young 
take four or five years to develop the distinctive white 
tail and head, so are often mistaken for golden eagles. 

However hunting raptor can’t readily distinguish 
between a small dog or cat and a rabbit or other small 
wild animal. 

In Didsbury, owners of small breeds like Shih Tzu’s 
should be aware of the danger and keep the pets close 
at hand, not letting them wander. The same caution 
applies to cats.
